What 
remedy can you suggest? 

Answer: The left brake drum 
considerably off center, or 
eccentric In respect to the wheel 
hub or you would be able to adjust 
the band to clear it, without get- 
ting the band'too far away from 
the drum to give full braking pow- 
Truing up the drum’ on the 
wheel is the only remedy we know 
This will require removing the 
wheel and taking it to a machine 
shop where it can be placed on an 
arbor and elther the drum unboltted 
and set over concentric or else its 
Outside surface turned down to 
make it run true.

The only herd of wild animals in+ 
the’ world ‘of which a yearly census 
ig; taken “are the fur seals of the 
Pribilof Islands, in the Bering Sea. 

Once they numbered between five 
and six ‘million, but they were 
slaughtered so’ruthlessly for their 
skins that by 1908 there were less 
than’ a hundred thousand on the 
islands. Now they are protected by. 
international. agreement, and the 
herd is mustered and counted every 
year just like a flock of sheep. 

The fur’ seal spends about two- 
thirds of each year far out at sea, 
making a circult of 6,000 miles in 
the open ‘ocean without touching 
land. It only comes to the Pribilof® 
Islands in the summer months to 
breed and rear its young. As! soon 
as.the young are born the mother 
reenceccejoucsta, seein seared of 


When the sealers were forbidden 
to land on the Jslands they took ‘to 
pelagic scaling—killing the animals 
inthe open‘ sea—and -the seal's-de- 
parture from the Priblloffs was their 
reat opportunity. But it meant the 
loss of both’ mother and baby, and 
the wholesale killing of the females 
in this -way brought the berd near 
to extermination. ns 

After many conferences, the taking 
of seals ‘was ‘prohibited within a 
radius of fifty miles of the island, 
and the entire ocean closed to seal 
ing from May to September. Then, 
when war wagesions Britain, Russia, 
























































and Japan, lous to fall in with 
any reasonable suggestion, agreed to 
give up sealing within the waters of 
the Pacific traversed by the Pribiloff 


America, as owners of the islands 
agreed to compensate the sealers for 
the loss they sustained, and to give 
this country and Japan a definite in- 
terest in her sealing industry when 
it was revived. 

All told, America expended $7,- 
500,000 on her efforts to protect the 
seal, but it has been money well 
spent. Last year’s census revealed 
the existence of 550,000 seals, and 
this year’s count is expected to show 
at least 600,000. As the pelt of this

Eskimo Skeletons. 
Thirty-three Eskimo skeletons ar- 
rived in Halifax from the Far North 
recently for examination and meas- 
urement on behalf of the Canadian 
Government by Dr. John Cameron, 
Professor of Anatomy at Dalhousie 
University. The skeletons have been 
brought from the land of snows by 
the Canadian Arctic Exploration 
party, which has spent five years ‘in 
Canada’s frigid sone studying the 
customs, language and characteris- 
tics of the Eskimo race. They were 
found In the region north of the 
Mackenzie river. 

Dr. Cameron estimates that up- 
wards of three years will be required 
to complete the study of the skele- 
tone and make the thousands of 
measurements necessary. The great- 
er part of the work will be devoted 
to the skulls and the pecullarities 
of their formation. When completed: 
the information obtained from the 
examinations will be included in « 
book to be published by Dr. Cameron. 
The book will be a standard work 
of reference on the physical charac- 
teristics of the Eskimo race. . 

A special study of the teeth of the 
skeletons will be made by Dr. 8. G. 
Ritchie, of Halifar 
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A Memorial at Queen's. 

Queen’s University has recetved a 
grant from the administration of the 
Khaki! University, which was con- 
ducted In England during the war. 
This sis to be used to help the re- 
turned soldier students. The fund 
will be called the “The Khako Uni- 
versity and Young Men‘s Christian 
Association Memorial Fund,” the in- 
terest from which will eventually be 
used for making loans to returned 
men, who are attending college, and 
who are in actual need of money to 
complete thelr course.

EF CHAS. HANNA, MAYOR OF THE CITY ‘OF BELLEVILLE. 


WHEREAS, in response to a request of His Majesty the 
King, it is fitting that an opportunity be given the people of 
Belleville on the third anniversary of the Armistice, which stayed 
the world-wide carnage of the four preceding years, and marked 
the victory of right, justice and freedom, to perpetuate the mem- 
ory of that great deliverance and those who laid down their lives 
to achieve it; and : 











WHEREAS, His Majesty the King has requested that there 
may be on Armistice Day for the brief space of two minutes at

ter Cabinet today rejected the 
Government’s plan for the set- 
tlement of the Irish question on 
the ground that it contained 
fundamental principles which, 
under existing conditions were 
impossible of attainment. It is, 
however, putting forward coun- 
ter proposals. A communique 
issued by the northern peland 
Cabinet suggests that the Gov- 
ernment should consider these 
proposals before the proposed 
meeting of the British and Uls- 
ter Cabinets. 
Ulster’s objection to the plan 
is believed that it would deprive 
her of representation in the Im- 
perial Parliament, which she re- 
gards as her strongest ,safe- | 
guard, and also that it would! 
give the Sinn Fein a majority on 
the proposed central council for 
Ireland. Another objection was 
that the Sinn Fein majority 
would so adjust the taxation as 
to favor the agricultural eouth 
to the detriment of the manu- 
facturing north.

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Preventing Running Gear Noise 
A Rattly Car Condemns Its Owner x t 


ey 
HE FOLLOWING SUGGESTIONS RELATE to.the most common 
sources of rattles and to how such nolscs can be stopped. Side 
play of bedy spring-eyes and shackle plates along their bolts is 
probably the most usual cause of the rattling producgd by a car’ 
traveling over rough.roads. This play can be taken up by adjusting 
the spring bolts. At the shackled end of a spring, the cotter pin 
zhould be removed, the nut loosened -and the bolt Itself, which {s 
threaded into the further. shackle plate, screwed In far enough to draw 
the parts into contact, but not tightly enough to bind. the nyt being 
then tghtened and cotter pinned. At shackled ends of springs, there 
are two operations like this required. At unshackled ends where the 
spring goes directly into a frame fitting. the pin is usually not strewed 
fn, and tightening Is effected by: unpinning the nut, taking up on it as 
much as required and re-pinning it in {ts new position. When all side 
play has been removed from spring bolts and they still rattle, the pins 
themselves or their eye bushings, or both, are sricenyy, worn and the 
remedy {is to remove the springs, drive out the old busilings and replace 
with new ones, using new bolts as well. One of the parts that develops 
a rattle most quickly !s the tierod of the steering gear, which connects 
the two front wheels. Its forked ends wear on the steering arms and 
up and down backlash develops. ‘This can be taken up by removing tho 
cotters from the nuts of the two bolts which pass through the forked 
ends, and setting up on there nuts until they pinch the forks together 
so that they are snug, but do not bind on the steering arms. Pinning 
the nuts In their altered positions is of the utmost importance, Lost 
motion of the steerIng connection-rod or drag-link at its end connections, 
ix a source of heavy rattling. These ends are ball and socket joints, 
fitted with spiral springs that ore supposed to keep all play taken up, 
but once in a while, these springs require cleaning, lubrication or even 
renewal to muke this action effective. The end connection of the torque 
rod constitutes a “rattle point,” when worn, but there Js usually some 
means of taking up the play. Excessive play In front wheel bearings 
~eauses “chucking” ncises and these bearings should always be kept so 
adjusted that, when jacked up, no more than a Just, perceptible end 
stoke can be noticed.

Exceptionally Fitass Ash at 
the Dominion fish - hatcheries 
have come to a close with the 
completion of the annual task of 
stocking the hatchery with 
white fich spawn. This year, on 
account of widespread) unem- 
ployment the government re- 
peated ite action of three years 
ago in disrosing of the fish to 
the” peonle of the vicinity who 
caréd to come to Pee ee 
ies for them. As a result more 
than twenty thousand pounds of 
whitefish were disposed of. In 
addition to stocking the Thurlow 
hatchery with white fish spawn, 
sixty million were sent to the 
hatcheries at Kingsville and 
Sarnia. 

Chief Inspector Alex. Finley- 
son of the Dominion Marine and 
Fisheries Devartment, has been 
here during the busy period, 
also Mr. T. A. Auclair, of the 
department. * 

The superintendent in charge 
of the Thurlow hatchery is Mr. 
Joseph M. Oakes, who came 
here from Sarnia. 

White fish eggs to the number 
of between eighty-five and one 
hundred million, and between 
eight and ten million salmon 
trout eggs have been deposited 
in the local hatchery this fall to 
be developed for stocking pur- 
poses. The white fish spawn 
were all secured in the Bay of 
Quinte and the salmon trout 
from Meldrum Bay, near Owen 
Sound. A shipment of spring 
salmon eggs is exvected shortly 
from British Columbia. 

The department officials who 
have been here state that the 
catch has been # record one and 
that the spawn are the finest 
and most promising they have 
ever seen. The nets have all 
been removed now from the Bay 
as the hatchery is filled. During 
the spawning season the staff 
was increased at Thurlow hatch- 
ery by thirty additional men,. 
the normal staff being Superin- 
tendent Oakes, three assistants, 
and two engineers. [na short 
time about: fifteen girls will be 
employed at the hatcheries to 
pick over | the salmon eggs, ‘elim- 
inating tHe bad ones, and saving 
the fertile ones for propagation 
purposes.

CANADIAN MOTHERS 
GIVEN GOOD ADVICE 


Dr. Helen:MacMurchy Out- 
lines Work of Federal 
Health Department. 


TORONTO, Nov. 19.—The develop- 
ment of Child Welfare work, ‘ndor 
the Department of Health at Ottawa, 
as reviewed by Dr. Helen MeMurchy 
at the Ontario Women’s institute con- 
vention was a revelation of the way in 
which the needs of rifral- women are 
being me by the “Little Blue Hooks” 
sent out as a guide io Canadian 
mothers. , Hon. Manning Doherty, 
Minister, Agriculture, spoke at the 


rernlt: which might be obtained in ve- 
ceiving newcomers to Canada if the 
women of the Dominion would co- 
operate with the Government in this 
fespect. A phase of agricultural life 
which should be of efficient market- 
ing. Discussions were held- on consti- 
tutional questions pertaining to the 
National Federation of Women’s In- 
stitutes, and on the new echeme ad- 
vanced by the superintendent, Mr. 
Putnam, for farther organization in 
Ontario. Interesting addresses were 
given by Miss Mary Yates, of the On- 
tario Horticultural Society, on *‘Out- 
side the Country Home,’’ and by Mis4 
Lilian Smith, of the Public Library, 
Toronto, on “Story Telling.” 

A feature of the afternoon session 
was the presentation of a handsome 
leather travelling case to the retiring 
Provincial President, Mrs. Todd, of 
Orillia, who lias been appointed to the 
presidency of the National Association, 
and of bonquets of flowers to Mrs. 
Sntherland Ross and Mrs, Macoun, 

Dr. MacMurchy'’s address tonched 
on the different divisions of public 
health work. A case of leprosy had 
been fonnd in Canada, many victims 
of drugs had been discovered, patent- 
ed medicines containing narcotics had 
been banned for children, an analysis 
of food was being made, attention was 
heing given to proner housing condi- 
tions to prevention of venercal diseas- 
ex, to rewarch work, and very partic- 
ularly to Child Welfare, The Home 
Series of booka published were mak- 
ing their appeal to the men as well as 
the women. In 1920 there had been 
247,201 births registered in Canada, 
and a card was sent to cach mother at 
the time of the fegfstration telling her 
of the welfare books for the home.> 

From one of © the Indian reserves 
came an interesting report, given by 
Mrs. Hill, showing the de¥elopment 
of home nursing, first aid and medical 
inspection, There were 29 members in 
the Women’s Institute and 300 return- 
ed Inidan soldiers in the reserve, The 
Institute intended to assist in build- 
ing a memorial hall for the veterans. 
Mrs, Walker outlined the history of 
the Stony Creek Institute, formed in 
1897. The first meeting had decided 
to prema ‘giene, sanitation, care of 
children and public health in the 
homes, and to open cach session by

retary Hughes, Mr. Balfour and Ad- 
miral Kato, at which the nayal ques- 
tion was canvassed thoroughly in the 
light of Japanese reservations, 

The 5-5-3 ratio of naval strength 
for the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan is coming under increasing 
Pressure as the important cards ‘of 
the diplomatic game begin to fall, 

In the main, proposed modifications 
seem to centre abont the contention 
that the 5-53" formula, which is 
based on tonnage alone, docs not pro- 
perly reflect present proportionate 
strength when such other elements ax 
speed, cruising radius and armament 
are considered ship for ship, Thus 
far there has been every indication 
that the United States ‘group would 
“stand pat’ for its proposal of main.

After a public welcome to the Prince 
in Poona His Royal Highness will un- 
reil the Mahratta war memorial.

Among his engagements in Bombars 
willbe his attendance at the quad- 
Fangular cricket match (so called from 
the competition of European, Persee, 
Mahomedan and Hindu elevens), and 
the sports tournament of the great 
Bombay Maidan, [n addition to at- 
tending numerous functions in Bom- 
hay, the Prince will extend his tour to 
Jullunder and Jhelum, where he will 
come into touch with the war veterans 
who are largely concentrated in the 
Punjab.

Answer: Thia pump is of the 
centrifugal type and we do not see 
how kt can be worn enough to 
make it fail It is possible, how- 
ever, that the moving part or imn- 
peller has become loose! on its 
shaft and does not turn at all. You 
better take It apart and see about 
this. We can think of nothing else 
that can cause a total fallure of the 
circulation, :lthough there are 
things that can greatly reduce it, 
such as the spreading of the yas- 
kets under the Manges of the intake 
and outfow manifolds. There have 
been casea of a piece of hose lining 
or other foreign object getting inte 
the system and obstructing water 
movement.

material on German raw materials, 
productivity, labor, wages and the 
country’s financial status is being 
gathered by the members of the Guar- 
anties Commission, the sub-committee 
of the Reparations Commission now in 
Berlin. 

Almost daily consultations are being 
held with various government officials 
as well ax financial and industrial 
leaders as to the prospects of Germany 
meeting her $100,000,000 gold install 
ment to the Allied powers on January 
15, and in some of these conferences, 
Roland W. Boyden and Col. James A. 
hogan, the unofficial American repre- 
sentatives are having a part. The 
second four installments, another 
$100,000,000, is due next April. 

The commissioners are expected .to 
remain here until December 1, when 
they will go back to Paris to renort to 
the full Reparations Commission. 
One of the most important phases of 
their investigation has been currency 
Inflation and the decline of the mark. 
It is interesting to note that since the 
reparations payments began last May 
the outstanding paper money circula- 
tion in Germany~jumped from 69,724,- 
403,000 marks to 91,347,101,000 mark 
for the week ending October 31.

CAN PAY Local Option Method Has Produced 


Crazy Quilt In Canada. 

Analysis of Canada’s much-mud- 
dled civic time systems reveals many 
peculiar situations. The local option 
method re daylight saving has pro- 
duced ‘through a sort of patehwork 
Process a veritable crazy-quilt of 
time areas. The result ‘discloses 
some method in the madness of “that 
Irate citizen who vehemently declar- 
ed that the Federal Government 
should make it a criminal offence for 
any City Council to interfere with 
“God's time’ by the Introduction of 
daylight saving ordinahces. ‘ 

The Quebec Legislature having 
taken the time bull by the horns and 
made daylight saving a> provincia! 
measure, there is in that province 
general uniformity of time, so far as 
the big cities are concerned. 

eThe cities of Hallfax and Sydney, 
Nova Scotia, and St. John and Fred- 
erlcton, N.B., are also on daylight 
saving time. Apparently in Quebec 
and the Marifime Provinces the day- 
light savers hold the majority of the 
cities. When ft, is noon in Montreal 
ft Is 1 p.m. in the maritime cities. 
There is the same difference in time 
under the standard system. . 

It is In the’ populous Province of 
Ontario where the discrepancies are 
most awkward provinclally. King- 
ston and Ottawa have put their 
clocks ahead one hour; Peterboro 
and other Eastern Ontario cities 
have not. Toronto also has daylight 
saving in conformity with Montreal 
and New York; so have St. Cath- 
arines and Niagara Falls, Ont., be- 
cause of thelr New York state con- 
nections. But the cities of Hamilton, 
London, Brantford and Windsor and 
all of a dozen.others in Western On- 
tarlo, with the exception of Kitch- 
ener, prefer to stay on standard time, 
with the result that they are run- 
ning their clocks one hour bebinod 
that of the provincial capital. 

The City of Winnipeg having de- 
cided to stay with standard time, is. 
now two hours behind Toronto, 
Montreal und Ottawa. Regina. 
Which is normally one hour bebind 
Winnipeg, is just now on a par with 
her sister prairie city, having adopt- 
ed daylight saving time, Calgary 
and Edmonton, still on standard 
time, are now three hours behind 
the big eastern cities. 

Golng over the Rockies one would 
naturally expect to find some agree- | 
ment among the city hall clocks at i 
the Pacific coast. On the contrary, it: 
is 8 am. in Vancouver when it is 9 
a.m. in Victoria, despite the fact that 
Victoria is a few miles nearer the 
setting sun. The latter. cjty has 
adopted daylight saving. 

Vancouver time is four hours be- 
hind that of Toronto, Montreal and 
Ottawa, instead of three hours, as 
under the standard system. Cees 

The transcontinental railways 
which are the most inconvenienced 
by the variations in time, are run- 
ning on standard, or sun time, 
throughout Canada.

‘WOMAN'S DUTY AND OPPORTUNITY 


_ 1,250,000 WOMEN ENTITLED TO VOTE 

It has been estimated that on the federal election day 
1,250,000 women will’be entitled to vote.. The total voting 
strength of both sexes is set at, approximately, 3,000,000. Past 
experience with male voters has proved that not more than half 
the number qualified to present themselves at the polls avail 
themselves of their privileges: In countries, and in provinces 
where women are enfranchised on equal terms with men it has 
bene found that a far larger proportion of the female vote is 
‘east. Political forecasters are anticipating that the same rule 
will apply in the coming Dominion elections. 

This advent of the woman voter into the federal political 
field is a matter of great importance to the history of the coun- 
try, for should the female vote be distributed as a majority 
weight on one side or the other, it would unquestionably decide 
the result of the election. Opponents of the franchise for wo- 


men used a stock argument that thé women would simply vote * 


as did their men; but in the New Brunswick provincial election 
last year it was found that a sufficiently large number of women 


. yoted according to their own ideas to make them a factor that 


had to be seriously considered by the political parties in the 
field. i = 

In her home woman is a power for good. Those who are 
interested in otter citizenship contend that moral and uplift- 
ing influences will mark the casting of the vote by that element 
in our population which is on the side of good, and it is thor- 
oughly believed that the introduction of women to the ballot 
will make immediately or ultimately for, better citizenship, and 
for laws which will crystallize the best Sentiment of the Domin- 

‘ion. 

This tremendous power has been placed in the hands of 
the women of Canada. Henceforth for better or for worse the 
fate of the Dominion will rest equally on the shoulders of the 

_ women and the men. But it is not a plaything that has been so 
generously given to Canadian women by the present govern- 
ment. It is a sharp-edged weapon to be used for the good of 

,the country. Noblesse Oblige. Women must recognize that it 
is their bounden duty to make use of the vote and to make use 
of it in the right way. To feel content with the fact that they 
are entitled to votes yet not use them is to stamp themselves as 
bad citizens, insensible to their obligations. 

To change the government of Canada now would be to 
take a leap in the dark.
